Mr. Hamilton of Rock- 
land High was a member of the board, 
but has since resigned his position in that 
town necessatating a new member to 
represent that school. 

It is the opinion of the advocates of the 
new league that the formation of such an 
orgaulzttion will have a tendency to stim- 
ulate interest among the students of the 
schools and thus place more caudidales In 
Hue for the different teams.

The partici- 
pants were Mr and Mrs. Job T. Ferris of 
Pratt avenue. Fiftv years ago, Dec 24, 
1804, Mr. Ferris came front Lowell and 
married Miss Eliza Culley, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward C. Culley. Rev. 
Samuel Rockwood, pastor of the Pilgrim 
church at that time, performed the mar- 
riage ceremony at the bride’s home on 
Pratt avenue. Mr. and Mrs. Ferris were 
both boru In tn Melksham, England, 
Mrs. Ferris coming to this country with 
her parents in 1820, Mr. F'errls the fol- 
lowing year, 1857. 

In 1802 Mr. Ferris enlisted at Chelsea, 
In the 43rd regiment, Co. K. Mass. Infan- 
try, receiving an honorable discharge In 
'03, having served eleven months, taking 
part In three battles aud several skirm- 
ishes. 

The first twenty-two years of their 
married life were spent away from Wey- 
mouth, returning to North Weymouth In 
1880, at the death of Mrs. Ferris’ father, 
and have since resided lu this place. 

An Item of interest In connection with 
this is the fact that Mr. Culley, who died 
and is buried here In Weymouth, was 
born In Weymouth, England. Two 
months before his death, he with his wife 
celebrated their “Golden Wedding.” One 
of the poems recited on this occasion was 
recited Wednesday evening by Miss Ger- 
trude Culley, graud tielce of Mrs. Ferris.

Money for Jail*, But Not for Schools. 

One farmer with a cheap automobile 
has more invested lu that one piece of 
mechanism lhau the average rural com- 
munity as a whole has iu Its school plant; 
aud the owner of the auto frequently 
spends as much on the upkeep of his oue 
car a» the community spends for the total 
maintenance of the school including the 
teacher's salary, Is a statement Issued by 
the state superintendent of education for 
Alabama 

To illustrate further the plight of the 
school, Supt. W. F. Feagau shows a dila- 
pidated rural school lu contrast with the 
haudsomely constructed jail in the same 
county costing several thousaud dollars. 
“This jail ” he says, “lias saultary drink- 
ing fountains, shower baths, clean floors, 
plenty of light, good veuiilatlou aud is 
otherwise attractive. Could a persou 
from the district iu whicn this school is 
located be blamed for preferlug the jail?" 

“These conditions are by no means pe- 
culiar to Alabama", declared Dr Claxeon, 
United States commissioner of education 
“They cau be duplicated anywhere, lu 
Teuuessce a few years ago, for instance, 
inquiry revealed that iu several counties 
the cost of the couuty jail wss greater 
than the total cost of all the scboolbouses 
iu the county and in more lhau half the 
couuties of the stale the cost of court- 
house and jail together was greater than 
that of all the scboolbouses, while in a 
utaj >rity of the counties the average an- 
imal salary of the teacher was less than 
the cost of feeding a prisoner iu jail “

l)o not keep many breeds It Is s mis- 
take to try to breed more than one type at 
a time. 

Nest eggs are not needed to Induce hens 
to lay. They have no Influence whatever 
over the hens and have been discarded on 
most farms. 

If we are to succeed In breeding any 
sort of live stock or grain, we must. ; 
above all things else, maintain the vigor 
or vitality of the stock, or else eventually 
be defeated In our purpose. 

When disposing of some of the old 
stock, pick out the poor layers and oldest 
specimens. They are just as good for 
the table and you can't aitord to part with 
the money-makers. 

To think of one’s horses is a duty; this 
care and thoughtfulness mark the kindly 
owner and will never be neglected by a 
man who has a right appreciation of the 
usefulness, kindness, docility and acute 
sensitiveness of these sagacious animals, 
who know a kind owner and In many 
ways return the good treatment received. 

A farmer, like any other man In any 
other business, Is entitled to just what he 
earns and no more; but what he earns 
should be sufficient to give him and his 
family some of the more essential con- 
veniences of modern life, time for study, 
some recreation, and opportunity for edu- 
cation fur his children. 

The high efficiency of German agricul- 
ture, It is said, will prevent any possibil- 
ity of famine in that country, even if the 
war is long continued. Tills efficiency is 
nearly double ours in many things, and is 
especially marked in potato yield. We 
should get her secret. It would be wortli 
more than any of her war secrets. 

The anxiety that has been expressed in 
several quarters in regard to the effect 
upon human health of the present out- 
break of the foot-and-mouth disease is 
regarded by Government authorities as 
somewhat exaggerated. The most com- 
mon fear is that the milk supply might 
become contaminated, but in view of the 
precautions that the local authorities in 
the infected areas are very generally tak- 
ing, there is comparatively little danger 
of this. 

The process of botillug pasteurized 
nulk while still hot has several advantages 
That this method w ill prove both econom- 
ical and efficient when practised on a 
commercial scale is t* belief of investi- 
gators in t lie United States Department 
of Agriculture. They believe that this 
method results in bacterial reductions as 
great as by pasteurization in bottles. The 
principal advantage of pastuerizing iu 
bottles Is the impossibility of the milk be- 
coming contaminated again while being 
bottled There is also some saving of ! 
milk, because there is uo loss from evap- 
oration. 

The average useful age of a draft horse 
Is probably about liftceu or twenty years. 
It is impossible to give any exact esti- 
mates of the fact that the average age of 
horses, because of the fact that the aver- 
age horse changes bauds so often after 
lie passes his prime There are cases 
ou record of horses living to be forty and 
flfty years old. Some horses have been 
worked up to the age of twenty-flve or 
thirty. Mares have produced as high as 
thirty colts, aud stallions have been re- 
tained in service until twenty-flve years 
of age. 

The extra tall barn gives ample room 
for a high and spacious hayloft, and at 
the same time much valuable room below 
oil tlie first floor for animal stalls or room 
for storing machinery or condensed feeds. 
Where side sheds are used, as iu this case, 
for animal stables, the first floor of the 
high barn gives a very roomy and con- 
venient space that can always be used to 
advantage for a variety of good purposes, 
it will be found through the year to be 
1 one of the beat all-round big rooms of the 
building, and it never need be totally idle, 
it means much in the storage capacity 
and conveniences of the barn, w hile its 
cost is comparatively small, considering 
t hat iu the construction of the building 
no exti a foundation or roof was needed 
for it. 

In planning the construction of a farm 
liaru it is well to consider carefully the 
feed storage capacity of the structure. 
A stable is a building for animals, w ith 
feed storage facilities left out. Too 
many of our buildings are stables instead 
of bat us iu the true scuse. It is a go..d 
thiug to have buildings that will carefully 
protect the animals, yet it is better to 
have buildings that will protect animals 
aud an abuudaul supply of feeds for them 
under the same roof. The good haru la 
au economical structure, as, w ith the same 
foundation aud roof aud small extra ex- 
pense for side w alls, it w ill shelter and 
save much good feeds, wnilethelow barn 
or stable will shelter practically uotbing 
but the animals. 


The farmer who getR the notion of pur- 
chasing and nstng a manure spreader has 
an Idea In his head that will hutch out 
something good In time. Manufacturing 
fertilizer at home I* the backbone of good 
farming, no matter what the character of 
the land. Manure Is good for fertile Roll 
amt infertile soil It la almost Impossible 
to make land too fertile through applica- 
ilons of stable and barnyard waste to its 
surface. Applying manure to land is very 
o I in II tar to putting money In the hank ; In- 
terest and principle will soon come hack, 
often with usury, ami with no commis- 
sions or rake-offs.

A Sailor’s 
Ghoft Yarn

•You want a yarn, matPsV" said tlu> 
old salt. lie was somewhere between 
eighty-five and ninety years old. • Well, 
I'll tell yon one that'll give you au Ice- 
berg chill '' 

"A ghost story?” 

"Yes, and a story of a real ghost. I 
didn't see It myself, but I see the man 
that seen It and where he was a-look- 
tn' at It. too. and he tole me.” 

"How did you know he wasn't 
lyin’?” 

•IIow did 1 know that? Did you 
ever see a man that was Hopin' a 
ghost? No? Well, when you do you'll 
know there's no mkdnkin’ what lie's 
lookin' at. 

“To begin at the right end o' tills 
yore yarn I must say that In the day 
when ships broke out with a cloud o' 
canvas agin the blue sky, instead o' 
movin' under a lot o' greasy maeliln 
cry below. I sailed before the mast In 
a full rigged brig in the China trade. 
There wa'n’t no Suez canal in them 
days, and to git around the African 
east coast one was obliged to double 
the Cape of Good Hope. 

“One o our crew was a feller that 
none of us felt like incasin' with very 
dost, though he didn't seem to want 
to mess witli us neither. He had a 
hangdog look about hint, and if any- 
body eome up behind him, smldent- 
like, he would start as If lie was afraid 
lie was goin' to git a knife in Ids ribs. 
There was stories about him among 
the men, though they was whispered 
and couldn't lie tracked down to a 
startin’ point. One of ’em was, if l 
don’t dlsremember wrong, t tint lie had 
shipped on a pirate In the West Indies. 
That might 'a' been, for he was inore'n 
flfty years old. and that would throw 
him pretty nigh back into the century 
nfore the last, when the pirates in 
these waters was still cruisin’. 

“Murdock was his name— Joe Mur- 
dock. We didn’t call him by bis first 
name, as we did one another, but Mur- 
dock, which wus part because he was 
so much older than we and part be- 
cause he wasn't one of us anyway. 
Well, one day when we was mnkin’ 
uortberd along the east coast of Af- 
rlcy I was one o’ the watch, and so 
was Murdock. We was on the fo’cas- 
tle. we two, collin’ ropes, when we met 
a Dutchman that passed us so near we 
could see everybody there wus on deck 
tol'uble plain 

“All of a suddeut Murdock caught 
at the capstan, and I thort he was 
goin' to fall on the deck. Thlnkiu' 
he'd been took sick, I caught nholt 
o' him, and, lookin' Into Ills face. I 
saw the most onearthly— well, It was 
what 1 was tollin' you at fust. lie 
was starin’ straight at the Dutchman 
amidships, where there wa'n't nobody, 
and wus shiverin' as if struck hy an 
nr'tic wind. His eyes follered the 
Dutchman while she was sailin’ past; 
then he fell into my arms like a lump 
o’ lead. 

"The second mate seen me boldin' 
him up and come along to see what 
was the matter. I tole him Murdock 
had been tooken sick, and he culled 
some men to help carry him below, 
but he come to himself nnd. bracin' 
up, tole tlie mate lie iiad tiad a dizzy 
spell and if he would send me with 
him nobody else would he needed. I 
supported him down, and when lie got 
to Ills hunk he first covered his eyes 
with Ills hands awhile; then lie says 
to me: 

“ ‘Did you sec a man ou the Dutch- 
man amidships leanln' over the gun- 
wale?’ 

“‘No. I only saw the man at the 
wheel, some men holystonin' the after- 
deck and a man aloft In the fo'most 
rlgglu'.’

In France In tho seventeenth century 
the office of sentinel was n very solemn 
charge, nnd n pnrt of the sentinel's 
duty was to resent nnd punish any af 
front The severity of this punish- 
ment was In proportion to tho high Im- 
portance of his office. A Frenchman 
relates nn Incident Illustrative of this 
fact: 

In 1022 M. de Marillac rode away on 
horseback from nn audience with tho 
king. nin horse stepped on n sentl 
nel’s foot The man struck the horse, 
which leaped forward and shook M. de 
Marillac In his saddle. 

The rider turned and struck the sen 
tinel. The soldier belonged to the com- 
pany of M. de Gons. who when he 
heard of this had him arrested and lm 
prisoned. lie himself set out sword 
In hand, In search of M. de Marillac to 
demand satisfaction for an Insult to his 
sentinel. 

The king was informed of the lncl 
dent and sent for M. de Goas and M. 
de Marillac. lie reprimanded de Maril- 
lac severely, told him that the sentinel 
should have killed him and forbade 
him to exercise tils command ns chief 
marshal for six days. 

The sentinel was tried before a eoun 
ell of war nnd was sentenced ns a pen 
nlty for not killing De Marillac to be 
deprived of his arms in the presence of 
his regiment and to be tortured by the 
strappado— that Is. to be hoisted by n 
rope to a beam nnd let fall. The king 
pardoned the man. but M. de Gons 
would not have him In his company 
again.— Washington Star.

Work Involved In the Planning of 
a Dreadnought. 

A TASK OF MANY PROBLEMS. 

The Moreter Armored Naval Battery 

Must Ce Steady In a Heavy Sea, Ela# 

She Is Not a Good Gun Platform. 1 

Wonderful Accuracy In Reaulta. 

Talk of a Chinese puzzle. It Is noth 
lug to the problem set before u ttnvnl 
designer who Inis to build n battleship. 

Here lie lias a steel structure of sueli 
mid sueli a length and breadth and 
depth, and Into tills spare, which is 
controlled by bard and fast measure 
nients, lie lias to lit so ntueli coni, so 1 
inuelt n rin.’i tneiit. room for so much ntn 
munition, quarters for so many men, 
space for engines of a certain power 
and also allow for an Immense weight 
of armor. 

Take tile original Dreadnought, for 
Instance. The task which was given to ' 
Sir Philip Watts was to plan a battle- 
ship capable of steaming 4.000 miles at 1 
21 knots, with room for 800 officers nil 1 
men and able to carry ten twelve-lncli I 
guns with eighty rounds of ammuni- 
tion for each. 

She had also to be enormously, henv- 
ily armored. This armor alone when 
the sum was worked out was found In 
weigh nearly 10.000 tons nml the neees 
sary coal to weigh 2.500 tons. The 
guns and their mountings weighed 
1,000 tons, their* ammunition 450 tons. 

When you add to this that the holl- 
ers and machinery of the first Dread 
nought were calculated to weigh not 
less than 1,200 tons the reader may be- 
glu to get some faint Idea of the diffi- 
culties before the designer. 

We have not even mentioned the 
smaller but quite important details, 
sueli ns boats— some of them large 
steam launches sixty feet long— an- 
chors and cables of gigantic size and 
weight, torpedoes, etc. 

To be a good naval designer n man 
must be far more than a mere naval 
architect He must have the most ex- 
tensive knowledge of all sorts of craft 
and be blessed with a large share of 
Imagination Into the bargain. 

Now take the Dreadnought again. 
She Is 4S0 feet long. If her hull bad 
been built of the same shape es pre 
vlous battleships she would have been 
very unhandy. Her great length would 
hnve prevented her from turning 
quickly, ns Is always necessary In u 
sen light. 

Sir Philip got over tills difficulty by 
shortening her keel base. Under water 
she Is very like n racing yncht, being 
much shorter below wnter than above. 
Another clever dodge of her designer 
was to fit two rudders abreast well un- 
der the stern. The same dodge Ims 
been adopted tn all the Drendnoughts, 
with the result that they are wonder- 
fully quick to answer their helms. 

Quite apart from the marvelous In- 
ternal fittings of n great warship and 
the utilization of every inch of space 
Inside the hull, the hull Itself Is a nerve 
straining problem. A battleship must 
not only be fast, she must nlso be a 
good sea bout. 

Tills Is all Important, for If she Is 
not steady in n heavy sea she Is not a 
good gun platform. 

To gain the requisite combination of 
speed and steadiness each new war- 
ship, as soon as her plans are complete, 
is built up in model, and these models 
are tested in a big tank 500 or GOO feet 
long. The models, which are built ab- 
solutely to tscule, are drawn through 
the wnter at eertnln speeds, and the 
waves which they make lire measured 
by u clever apparatus too technical to 
be here described. 

The designing of n new type of bat- 
tleship is not n one man Job. When a 
new departure Is to be made the mem- 
bers of the board of admiralty call to- 
gether a number of naval experts, and 
the opiulon of each Is asked and dis- 
cussed. When the general design lias 
been approved then the director of 
naval const ruction and tils assistants 
get to work. 

The extraordinary accuracy of such 
work may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing: 

The Majestic, of 15,000 tons, was de- 
signed by Sir William White. When 
finished und armed she was exactly, to 
a very few pounds, the weight which 
lie had estimated beforehand, while | 
her center of gravity was within two 
inches of the point which be had pre- 
viously fixed on.- London Answers.

He nnd Ills men were surrounded by 
n band of Kalmucks The situation 
neomcd so hopeless tlint the men gave 
themselves up and. disregarding his 
orders, passively n I lowed themselves 
to be struck down. De Segur deter- 
mined to sell Ills life dearly and contin- 
ued to tight. A Kalmuck lance struck 
tilm from Ids horse. He Jumped to his 
feet and. getting behind Ills horse, con- 
tinued the struggle It was a hopeless 
contest, however, and In a few mo- 
ments ho would have been killed had 
not n happy thought occurred to him 

The Knlmuck leader, a line looking 
Oossnek. remained calm while Ills men 
were carried away with the fury of 
battle. The expression on Ills haughty 
countenance Indicated that he scorned 
to murder n vanquished foe. nnd froip, 
time to time he called. "Klknle. nlknle!" 

De Regqr guessed that this was nn 
order to cense lighting. He shouted In* 
porlotisly to the Kalmucks that sur- 
rounded him. "Niknle!" 

Immediately the fury died out of 
their faces and they pnused. motion- 
less with astonishment. Their fury 
once checked, Sogur’s life was snved 
by their chief 

He learned afterward that the word 
meant “Do not strike" and that while 
the Impetuous Kalmucks had not heed- 
ed the command of their chief they 
wore puzzle.! and disturbed at hearing 
this wor.l of their native dialect from 
tlie mouth of one whom they supposed 
to be an enemy 

De Segur was kept n prisoner until a 
peace ta*twein France nnd Russia was 
Arranged some months later.

Proper Care of tlie Eye. 

According to Dr. Woods Hutchin- 
son, the common cause of homeliness 
or unattractiveness In the eye is red- 
ness, either of the eyeballs themselves 
or of the lids This is what biolo- 
gists call an acquired, not. an inherit- 
ed. condition, and is caused either by 
the presence of disease and filth germs 
or by eye strain. The trouble can be 
prevented by absolute cleanliness and 
by fitting the eyes with proper glasses.

A successful business budget ts as 
follows: Sustenance, 53 per cent; Cloth- 
ing, 18 per cent; Rent, 12 per cent; Fuel, 
5 per cent; Sundries, 10 per cent. If 
necessary less than 18 per cent cau be 
used for clothes. Plau the budget for 
clothing on a three year basis buying one 
large article each year. In purchasing 
get clothing made of good materials, 
plainly trimmed, for a lavish display of 
trimmings must he paid for at the expense 
of both quantity and quality of material. 
Tlieu take care of them and they will look 
well for a long lime. As to the question 
of fashions changing so fast, she urged 
the ladles not to be conspicuous as freaks 
either uew or old lashioued, but to intro- 
duce some element of t he prevailing style 
tiiat is suitable to the wearer and will not 
look nadly another year.

Dear Editor : 

All who give any thought to the work 
of our tow n government recognize the 
need of some change. Some, no doubt, 
would have It a city government, some a 
commission form ami others, no doubt, 
like the writer, would have it something 
different. 

No scheme yet devised by man but what 
had defects. It Is for us to try and 
choose that which seems to have the least 
and adopt that, until such time as exper- 
ience teach us that something else will 
sorve our purpose better. When we be- 
come satisfied of that let ns not be afraid 
to make the change. And he or she that 
advances the best method is the one we 
are looking for. City forms, from ex- 
perience, are too expensive. The ordin- 
ary commission is nut Democratic enough. 

1 don’t believe iu getting the government 
too far removed from the people aud the 
only reason I have for doing away with 
our town form is the Imposslhilitv of get- 
ting ho large a body of voters together; 
now about 3000 with accomodations for 
less than 500 and even with any hall the 
town will be likely to build will give ac- 
commodations for not more than one third 

Now my remedy Is to rearrange the six 
precincts with as near as possible the same 
number of people. Then elect two 
from each precinct and thlrtecu at 
large, the 25 to be kuown as the Wey- 
mouth Council board. The said board to 
have all the powers and authority of our 
present town meeting and choose all offi- 
cers that are now chosen by the town ex- 
cept the school committee, who would he 
voted for at the same time as the above 
mentioned board To have the election 
the tlrst Tuesday in December. To have 
the council take office the tlrst Tuesoay in 
January. 

To have the council select three 
from the thirteen elected at large 
and that three to have all the power aud 
authority of our present selectmen. The 
council to meet once a month aud as much 
more as they deem best and to be paid 
flfty cents per hour for the actual time 
present at the meeting. The council to 
tlx the pay of said three and not to ex- 
ceed $1200 each. Your readers will natu- 
rally ask why this council of 25 and why 

2 by each precinct and thirteen at 
large. Our town is so in the habit and 
its locations are such, of being locally 
represented I think this will give the lo- 
cal representation that will reasonably 
meet their wants aud prejudices aud yet 
keep the control in the majority who are 
chosen at large. I would hbve the three 
chosen from those at large for the reason 
that those selected at large would in all 
probability be of a better representation 
than the local men. 

The hoard of assessors of the future, 
more by far than of the past, need to he 
men of keen Intelect and good judgement, 
broad minds and good business sagacity.

It should 
be appointed for one, two or three years, 
and every three years as they expire not !

aud expense per year each, to be flxe«l by 
the council 1 would have at least one 
town ineetiug per year with the privilege 
of calling more if 50 citizens call for it to 
discuss aud criticize the doings of thej 
boards etc. The Norwood method does i 
not appeal to me ; it is taking too many 
chances on the success of gettiug the 
right kind of mau. 1 would rather take 
my chances with three men's judgement 
than one. 

The tlrst thing that would occur to most 
of us is, where cau you get such a man. 
The first thought to occur to most of us 
is we have no such man iu our owu town. 
Eight times out of ten we could gel a bet- 
ter mao iu our own town than we could 
hire from abroad It is the fact that we 
don't know him that makes the stranger 
so much smarter and more capable lhau 
the home product. 

Mr. Editor, I feel at this time 1 am 
trespassing loo much on your valuable 
space to go into any more details though 
much more might tie said iu advocacy aud 
in explanation of this change. 

If it will help to bring out better sug- 
gestions from those of our citizens of 
greater iuielecl and keener acumen, 1 will 
feel it worthy the effort aud be all the 
more pleased. If, Mr. Editor, you deem 
this w orthy a place in your valuable paper 
It ia yours to use.

A nervous cow Is preferable to a stolid 
one. The chances are that she w ill give 
more ami better milk than her dull, mo- , 
pish sister. 

Bo not give the hogs frozen swill. l)o ' 
not give them frozen or half frozen vege- 
tables. It will upset Ihe stomach, cause 
indigestion and a loss in condition. 

Let every farmer get out now ami then 
and learn what others arc doing. The 
home rut Is often the bane of agriculture. 
It is usually the worst gully on the farm. 

Remember that there Is a vast difference 
between a crack and an open frout In h 
lien house. The crack w ill chill a chicken 
more rapidly than a whole side of the 
house will. 

While Germany is less than Texas, the 
number of her farms Is as great as that of 
the whole United States. Considering 
her output, this shows what Intensive 
fanning will do. Her production per 
acre usually doubles ours. 

Every boy should have his early training 
in the knockabout university of the farm. 
There is more discipline for him In the 
continuous care of a horse or a cow than 
in many terms of school. Industry, pa- 
tience and perseverance are inherent in 
the atmosphere of farm life and their po- 
session spells success. 

Any hilly land, unless It is absolutely 
all bare rock, will afford forage of some 
kind If tt Is cleared of trees and bushes 
to let in the light to the soil. It may be 
an impossibility as a corn, cotton or 
wheat field, still it may yield as a pasture 
field fully the equivalent of good level 
land in actual cultivation. 

Buck farms are becoming numerous in 
the middle west. This kind »f a poultry 
enterprise Is easily started ami pays well. 
Bucks are hardy fowls and grow into 
money fast, returning a big profit on the 
investment and labor. 

In growing summer green food for 
chlckeus, the succulent, tender klud 
should be sought and not that which Is 
tough and stringy. Dwarf Essex rape, 
Swiss chard, kali- and lettuce are excel- 
lent. Alfalfa Is fair, but oats and rye 
are tit only when young and tender. 

l’aul Hidden, in Suburban Life, says 
that the main points in keeping pigeons 
for squabs are : Keep them In dry, well 
ventilated coops; feed regularly, giving a 
variety ; do not keep more than fifty or 
sixty pairs of birds in one flock; keep 
them free from vermin by having the i 
coop clean ai d allowing the birds to bathe 
as often as possible. 

Hilly land has its advantages for mixed 
or diversified farming. One thing, it is 
always well drained, and there ure never 
any losses from high water. The land Is 
relatively sweet and the air drainage is 
good for fruit growing. The high points 
of all hilly laud are extra good for fruit, 
if the fruit trees or vines receive good 
cere, hence the hilly farm can be turned 
to profitable account as a fruit farm. It 
Is usually excellent for poultry raising. 

All of the light breeds, the Mediterran- 
eans, lu the chicken world are veritable 
egg machines. The Leghorns are the best 
and most popular of this breed, and of 
the Leghorns there are several strains— 
white, brown and bull. Of these strains 
the whites are the most generally popular 
birds, no doubt owing to their bright 
white color, although the browns ami 
buffs are equal)/ good layers, and as good 
in other ways except as to color. 

Many people do not consider the im- 
portance uf providing the fowls with 
fresh water at all times. Not only during 
the but weather of summer do they re- 
quire good water, but at all the other sea- 
sous is it to be desired. Due tiling to oil- 
serve is that of cleanliness. Clean out 
their water troughs often. In summer 
you probably will do this, but iu winter 
don't neglect it. Scrub out the fountains 
or pans used for water and then scald 
them. This is necessary for healthful- 
ness. Y’ou desire to keep your fowls free 
from disease aud as through the driuk- 
iug fountains is one of the easiest way of 
transmitting disease. 

The Good Birds Do. — The Department 
of Agriculture iuforins us that out of 
dfty species of hawks aud owls, only four 
are actually injurious to crops. Due ob- 
server tells us that he has seen with his 
own eyes au owl of his acquaintance 
sw a. low lug uiue tiekl-mice, one after an- 
other, until the 'ail of the last remained 
iu evidence. However, iu four hours, 
this ideal haviug been digested with no 
sppaieut edort, the owl was read) for 
j four more mice- The old hawk and his 
I w ife w ill consume a round dozen of mite 


each during a single day, and In two 
months' Mine their youthful brood will de- 
vour a similar quantity. B. has been 
stated that a colony of hawks will kill 
10,000 rodents In three months’ time. We 
all know what damage mice perpetuate In 
our grainllelds. The farmer may well 
spar.- a chicken or two from his henyard 
in payment for service rendered* him by 
these birds of prey.— The Countryside 
Magazine and Suburban Life for January.

Into account the natural Impulse of a 
ehnrglng, excited trooi*er to yell any- 
way under the vociferous conditions of 
a bnttle. lie Is commanded to yell ns 
part of the shock action to which each 
man must contribute to make overpow- 
ering. During the winter schooling he 
actually is drilled In Individual ehnrg 
Ing to yell at a certain point In the 
charge and Is severely criticised If he 
does not make noise enough.

The Germnns nre 
nnturnll.v a musical people and sing 
spontaneously, hut with regiments In 
the field Nongs are started and stopped 
by cpmmnnd.— World's Work.

When They Mined the Nile. 

In the Sudan campaign a* the Brtt- 
, isti troops approached Onidurmau the 
Khalifa Abdullah conceived the idea 
of upsetting the British gunboat ex- 
pedition by mining the Nile. A former 
officer of the Egyptian army whom 
be had long held prisoner was order- 
ed by the khalifa to construct a couple 
of mines, which were produced forth- 
with. They were primitive in form, 
consisting. In fact, of two old Iron 
boilers stuffed with gunpowder, in 
which was concealed a pistol with a 
atring attached to the trigger whereby 
the charge could be exploded. The 
first mine was laid by the Ismailla, 
worked by a native crew, and demon- 
strated Its efficiency by exploding on 
the instant, sinking the Ismailla and 
killing the crew. Including the mine 
constructor. 

The khalifa was delighted, not at the 
accident, but at the testimony to the 
power of the invention, and immedi- 
ately ordered the emir in charge of his 
arsenal to lay the second mine. The 
ameer, profiting by experience, insured 
his safety by putting tin* Nile Into the 
boiler before In* put the holler Into the 
Nile. lie then carried out tin* immer- 
sion successfully, to tile Joy of Abdul- 
lah, who loaded him with "presents 
and praises."— Manchester Guardian.

The stream was uo 
tottger composed ot mush Ice. hut of 
hard cukes. in between the cukes 
only was mush Ice that froze solidly 
as they looked at It- Sbuviug with the 
ours against the cukes, sometimes 
climbing out on the cakes In order to 
force the boat uloug. utter uu hour 
they gained the middle. 

Five minutes after they ceased their 
exertions tbe bout was frozen in ibe 
whole liver was coagulating as u run 
Cuke froze to cuke until at last the 
boat wus the center ut a cuke seventy 
five feet In diameter. Sometimes they

At the end or tin i f nn hour the whole 
river picked Itself op nnd began to 
move This continued for an hour, 
when again It was brought to rest by 
a Jam. Once again It started, running 
swiftlv and savagely, with n grenl 
grinding. Then they snw lights ashore, 
and when abreast grnvity and the Yn 
kon surrendered, nnd the river ceased 
for six months

The April broiler brings a better price 
than does the February of March bird. 
There are very few broilers In market 
before February. The market welitht of 
the April broiler Is pounds. As high 
as 50 cents per pound has been realized 
for broilers In April. 

Since corn is high priced and a one- 
sided feed, It is economy to feed it spar- 
ingly and as a mixture with substances 
rich In food compounds In which It Is 
poor. The mixture, then, will be a more 
balanced ration, and the corn and other 
feeds will produce more than when used 
alone. 

Idle horses and horses every day In the 
harness will do better with wheat bran 
substituted for a part of their regular 
corn ration. Where feed must be pur- 
chased for horses It will be more econom- 
ical for the owner, as well or better for 
the horses, to purchase half corn and half 
bran. Also, wilh horses, corn, alfalfa 
and timothy hay make a fairly well bal- 
anced ration. 

The whole secret of making money with 
a small crop on a small piece of ground Is 
interest in the work. Every good farmer 
and every good business man has made 
money through Intense interest In nis 
chosen business. So, the boy or girl who 
would succeed at gardening or Intensive 
farming must first have, or work up, an 
interest in It. 

Often a tree is dying from insect or dis- 
ease Injury, and is kuown to be beyond 
recovery, yet is allowed to stand in the 
orchard till it is completely dead and half- 
rotted down. Such should never be al- 
lowed. When the diseased or injured 
tree is found to he past recovery, it should 
he removed immediately, root and branch, 
and burned to prevent possible spread of 
the contagion. 

The most essential thing to the pruning 
of raspberries and blackberries is to cut 
out the canes which bore the previous 
season and are now dead. This may be 
done at any time from the end of the bear- 
ing season until May of the following 
j year. Generally it is most convenient to 
i cut ofi' wood of the previous season’s 
growth which has winter-killed. 

The winter by no means need 1 m* an Idle 
time !u the orchard. Taken one year with 
another, the orchardist who keeps his or- 
chard the cleanest is the one who will 
gather the best average harvests. As 
I cleanliness is [the only one great stride 
| surgery has made during the past half 
century, so cleanliness in orchard work is 
the oue great factor In growing high- 
quality fruit that keeps well and sells for 
the highest market prices. 

To properly care for the farm imple- 
ments means that they must be well 
selected, kept In good repair and adjust- 
ment, oiled thoroughly, deaued before 
housing, and have all w ear lug parts w ell 
greased when not In use, ami painted 
w hen necessary, ami must be properly 
housed. To neglect any of the lines of 
care mentioned, means serious damaue 
ami loss to the machinery. 

The soil of the farm is the bank upon 
which the farmer draws supplies for his 
living, his storehouse of crude feeds ami 
foods. In cultivating the soil the u\ail- 
able plant food compounds are gradually 
given up to feed t tie growing crops. 
Each Vcar the soil gives up some of Its 
fertility, and uuless the supply Is inex- 
haustible, tile store of plant food Mipplir- 
will income exhausted in a series of years 
of continuous croppiug. Ill time the soli 
w ill become sterile ami unprofitable. It 
w ill uo longer yield feeds amt foods to 
the muu who cultivates it.

HOW SPEECH CHANGES. 

English Word* Ar« Now Vary Differ* 

•nt From What They Used to Be. 

A striking characteristic of the Eng- 
lish language Is the ability Its words 
possess of passing from ouc part of 
speech Into another. In the course of 
Its history English lias been largely 
stripped of the endings which once 
characterised different parts of speech. 

Our Infinitives 110 longer end In en. 
the representative of an early an \Ve 
do not say teflon, still less tellan. but 
simply tell. Our nouns have discarded 
the a or e or u In which many of thorn 
terminated originally. Dropa has be- 
come "drop." ende has become "end.” 
wudn lias become “wood." 

In consequence of the d Isa ppea ranee 
of tlie terminations, words have been 
reduced to their root form. Hence they 
pass with little dilllculty from one part 
of speech Into another Tills was not 
so once. 

Let 11 s take our old. familiar gram- 
matical friend love as an illustration. 
In Latin It Is nmnrc as a verb; as a 
noun It Is amor. One In consequence 
cannot be used for the other. Such 
transition difference of termination 
completely prevents. So In onr earliest 
English speech the noun love wns lufu, 
the verb was lullan. Here again one 
could not be used for the other. 

But when the substantive ending wns 
dropped from lufu and the verbal end- 
ing front lullan the root Inf alone re- 
mained. That Inis given the word love. 
This can lie used Indifferently either ns 
a noun or a verb. In both eases the ex- 
isting flnnl e Is of no importance. It is 
a mere lifeless survival which has 
weight only in the conventional spell- 
ing and nowhere else.— Professor Thom- 
as II. Lounsbury In Harper's Magnzine.

The winter la a favorable time to blast 
out rocks and atumps and grub out elders 
and willows. 

Do yon know which chickens In your 
flock are pntduclng enough eggs to pa> 
for their feed? 

Can you tell the steady layer from the 
"boarder” In your flock without ttrst open- 
ing her and looking at the egg sack? 

During Ice storms when tain freezes on 
the trees, prevent broken branches and 
injury by propping the branches. Wlmn 
heavy snow hangs on evergreen trees, 
shake off the snow to prevent damage 

A thorough “house cleaning" of the 
poultry quarters every spring and fall will 
go a long way toward Increasing the pro- 
duction of the fleck and decreasing the 
number of untimely deaths among the 
chicks. 

If a cow Is choked by some substance 
In the Ihroat ordinarily It can b • worked 
up and out with the hand on the outside 
of the throat. If title falls use a rubber- 
hose and push the obstacle down Into ihe 
stomach. It Is well to keep a piece of 
rubber hose on hand for this purpose. 

As lire is the life of a stove In cold win- 
ter weather, so Is organic matter the life 
of soil In warm growing weather. Worn- 
out and run-down soils are unproductive 
because their stores of organic matter 
have been used up and wasted. Few soils 
are woith cultivating unless they are well 
tilled with organic matter. 

The hoy who has won a prize for rais- 
ing 153 bushels of corn on an acre will 
not leave the farm and hunt for a job in 
town. The farm Is too interesting, and 
the possible returns are too large. The

Because of snowfall and snow melting, 
wet weather and some hard and beating 
rains at Intervals through the winter that 
season Is the one in which the losses of 
barnyard manure are always very heavy. 
In handling barnyard manure the farmer 
can save or lose the equivalent of many 
dollars every year. Winter is the one 
season when he should guaul against 
these losses. 

Of course, m the poultry business, as 
well as any line of business, mistakes will 
i be made and losses sustained. Those 
who are easily discouraged with some 
i losses in the beginning will be the llrst to 
give up, while those who take the com- 
hi . •! -sense view of the situation, protltiug 
by minor losses and having the courage 
and determination to go ahead, are sure 
. to master the business and win out hand- 
I somely in the end. 

_ 

Probably more thought Is being given 
t> the poultry business just now than 
ever before. The high cost of living, to- 
gether with the business depression, has 
led people to consider whether they can 
add to their incomes by ruining poultry 
and eggs for market or reduce their ow n 
living expenses by keeping u stna 1 flock 
of hen* to furnish eggs for their table and 
ami later to produce chickens for family 

food. 

The llrst fall of snow admonishes iih 
that we must give our chickens extra 
care when snow covers the ground. 'Ihe 
careful poultryman will keep his chickens 
penned up at such times for a hen during 
snow time is almost helpless. She can 
not pick up any grit or any tidbits that she 
has been used to, and the only thing her 
owner cau do Is to keep her !u a warm, 
comfortable house and give her those 
things that she has been deprived of. 

The equipment of the firm shop may 
be simple or elaborate, depending on the 
purse, iuclluatlou and ability of the owuer 
to use tools. Every farm should have at 
h ast a rip and a cutting- >tl saw, square, 
plane, hammer, brace and a few bits of 
dillereut sizes, tile, monkey wrench, cold 
chlshel and now bar. After this you cau 
add a- many tools as your work and abil- 
ity demand 

Tile "toot-and-moUtll" disease is re- 
garded as the most contagious malady 
that affects the domesticated auimal-. 
Thai does not tueuu that it is the most 
fatal. Indeed, the mortality is light, 
rarely exceeding 1 or 2 per cent of the 
mimbi r attack, d, provided the sick ani- 
mals receive proper care If the animals 
cau not receive attention in the matter of 
food uud water, the death rate is high 

Potatoes ate great feed, rs ou potato 
foods, hence good potato soil mu-t coc- 
taiu a good supply of their fertilizer. 
Ordinary soil cau t»e made good potato 
soil by drainage, if wet, and supplying it 
with plenty of decomposed organic mat- 
ter and potash. Phosphate, nitrates at d 
other compound* should exist in the soil 


in normal proportion*. If average potato 
grower* were to plow and fertilize their 
potato aoll like thev do for growing other 
apeclal crop*, their potato yield* would 
be practically doubled. 

There no longer la any donbt aa to the 
practical value of bird*, and the localltlea 
In which natural food I* plentiful are cer- 
tain to lie favored. And bird*, no doubt, 
are like mankind In reltahing variety. A 
diet of Insect* and wild berries I* certain 
to appeal to them, and those that do not 
leave New England during the winter will 
be encouraged to stay in localltlea where 
berries are abundant. Therefore, let the 
fence coi ners and other parcels of uncul- 
tivated land be tilled with the Juniper, Ihe 
barberry and other shrub* which grow 
well In this climate.— Providence Journal

German Helmeta.

Is n 
ting of nietnl "leaf springs" bound 
with leather, which lightly clips the 
head to keep the helmet on without 
heavy pressure. The brass Bplke or 
knob that crowned t lie helmet Is mnde 
useful ns well as ornnmentnl. There 
are large holes In It, which give very 
good ventilation to the Inside of the* 
helmet— much better than the pin 
holes that are supposed to ventilate a 
bowler. In fact, the Germans seem to 
have succeeded In making a really 
comfortnblc bowler out of paper thin 
steel.— Manchester Guardian. 

A Military Compliment.

Draaden'a Modal Theater Stage. 

Dresden seems to have theatrically 
solved the problem of long waits, for 
the Konlgllches Schausplelhaus brings 
the technical side of the theater up to 
the highest point that has ever been 
reached. The three principal features 
are simplicity, rapidity of working and 
the liberal allowance for space, air and 
light. Instead of having the conven- 
tional stage where one scene must bo 
taken down before the nest can ho 
set or of having a revolving stage tho 
Schauaplclhaua Is provided with tt 
stage which Is lowered hydraulically 
for the purpose of shifting the scenery. 
While one scene Is being used, the sec- 
ond Is all set up below on the left 
hand side. The stage Is then lowered, 
and the first scene Is rolled off to tho 
tight by electric motors, the new scene 
at the same time being rolled on. Then 
the stage Is again raised, and the play 
goes on with an Interruption of hut 
thirty seconds.— Exchange. 

Height of the Panama Canal. 

The middle section of the Panama 
canal, thirty-four miles long.* has a wa- 
ter level of eighty-five feet higher than 
the two end sections, which are sea 
levels. Vessels entering the canal from 
the ocean on either side are lifted to 
the middle section, a height of eighty- 
five feet, by three sets of locks, each 
of which raises the vessel a fraction 
over twenty-eight feet, making a total 
of eighty-five feet. These locks are 
constructed side liy side like n double 
track railway, so that one ship may be 
going up while the other is going down. 
Only one ship can be In a lock at the 
same time, but as the locks are con- 
structed in pairs, side by side, two 
ships going In opposite directions, one 
going up the incline and the other 
going down, may pass each other with- 
in hailing distance. Vessels are towed 
through the locks by electric innchlu- 
! ery.— Philadelphia Press.

And, whereas these established facts, 
altogether apart from all humane consid- 
erations, constitute an undoubted menace 
to the well-being of our free Republican

Now therefore, be It resolved that we,

The opening of this line has a pe- 
culiar significance to the people or 
Boston and New England, for it was 
in Boston that Professor Alexander 
Graham Bell invented the telephone in 
1876, less than forty years ago. A 
little later the longest toll line in the 
world stretched from Boston to 
Lowell and the service was poor and 
Intermittent. How marvellous has 
been the progress. 

And the men who were associated 
with Bell In those telephone pioneer 


Telephoning over such a great dis- 
tance would have been absolutely Im- 
possible without another wohderful 
Invention— the relating. or loading * 
colls.

That that 
Instrument could be used It, talking 
between New York and San Francisco 
Is due to the skill and Inventions or 
those engineers who followed Hell af- 
ter his retirement from the telephone 
business, In the perfection of the 
telephone and of switchboards, cables 
and the hundreds of other accessors 
to successful telephone transmission. 

Looking Backward to the Beginning 

On the evening of Oct. 9, 1876, tho 
first long conversation over the tele- 
phone was made by Bell and Watson. 
They talked for three hours over a 
telegraph line between Boston and 
Cambridge. It was the wonder or 
the day. in May, 1877, a Charles- 
town man leased two telephones — the 
first money ever paid for telephone 
service. The same month the first 
tiny and crude telephone exchange 
was born with five telephones con- 
nected.

Four Thousand Miles Instantly 

One-fifteenth of a second! Like a 
flash of lightning goes the spoken 
word through storm and sunshine over 
thousands of miles. It starts in 1 1, s- 
ton at 4 p. m. and. paradoxically, 
reaches San Francisco three hours 
earlier. The time schedule has been 
turned topsy turvy. While you wink, 
your speech lis been carried nearly 
half way around the world.

Some Facta and Figures 

At the present time there are two 
complete physical circuits, each 350 j 
m!‘es long, between the two cities. 
Then, by means of a wonderiul de- 
velopment of electrical study, in the 
transposition of these two circuits ac- 
cording to a certain scientific formula, 
a third circuit called a "phantom 
circuit is created, making it possible 
tor six people to talk at one time - 
three at each end— over these two pair 
of wires.

By August there were 778 tele- 
phones in use — all in Boston — and 
four men had an absolute monopoly ot 
the telephone business. A little later 
Theodore N. Vail was prevailed upon 
to resign from the government mail 
service and become g< neral manager 
of a little telephone company that 
was hardly organized and had no 
money. .Month alter month Hie lit- 
tle Bell company lived from hand to 
mouth. No salaries were paid in 
full. Often, for weeks, they were 
not paid at all. In 1880 John J. 
L’arty tfluidly asked for a job as 
operator in the Boston exchange. He 
showed such an aptitude for the work 
that lie was soou made one of the 
captains. 

In 1893 Boston and New York were 
talking to Chicago, Milwaukee, Pitts- 
burg and Washington, and one-halt 
the people of the Cnlted Slates were 
Within talking distance of each other. 
The thousand-mile talk had ceased to 
be a fairy tale. 

(several years later the line was 
pushed over the plains to Omaha, and 
subsequently nearly 600 miles were 
added, enabling the spoken word In 
Boston to be heard in Denver. 

The Boston -San Francisco line will 
probably not be offered for general 
commercial use until the early sum- 
mer. 

Telephone engineers have dreamed 
t>f the lime when the wires would 
Span the continent. That time nas 
come. For the moment it seems as 
though there is no other great thing 
lor wnich to strive. And yet progress 
in telephony in the t uited States is 
making such tremendous strides that 
no man can prophesy the wonder- 
tul things that may be done in me 
future.

HIS busy, progressive nation is today at 
the dawn of a new era of commercial 
and social development. The means by 
which the human voice, with its slightest 
inflections and indications of personality, 
can be carried across the continent instantly, 
have been provided. Talking by telephone from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific is now an accomplished 
fact. 

The celebration of this latest and greatest 
triumph in the art of telephony has just taken 
place. Within a short time the public will have, 
ready for its use, the product of American 
brains, American initiative and American scien- 
tific and technical skill, a transcontinental tele- 
phone service, the equal of which is not even 
approached in all the other nations of the world. 

It is a splendid scientific achievement of the 
very highest character.
